Decoration Dar. 
C hicago, May 30th.—Decoration Day is 
meeting general observance here and else­ 
where. The_ banks, exchanges and many 
places of business are closed. 
N kw Y ork, May 30th.— It is estimated 
that 15.000 men were in line in to-day’s pro­ 
cession in honor of Decoration Day. It in­ 
cluded many organizations, workingmen as 
well as the military, and the G. A. R. The 
decorations were extensive, especially those 
on the graves of the survivors of rebel pris­ 
ons. One man was snnstrnck during the 
parade. 
G ettysburg, May 30th.—The appearance 
of this town has never before been so lively 
since Lincoln dedicated the National Ceme­ 
tery ip 1863. There are 15,000 strangers 
here, many of them very distinguished. Gov­ 
ernor Hoyt and staff are absent. H. C. Bur­ 
rows df Michigan is the orator of the day. 
S t. L o u is, May 30th.—Great crowds of 
people have gone to the National Cemetery, 
Jefferson Barracks, where the decoration cer­ 
emonies will take place at 3 p. M. There are 
twelve thousand gravee of Federal and Con­ 
federate soldiers there, and all will be strewn 
with flowers. 
L ou isv ille, May 30th.—The graves of 
Federal dead were decorated all over the 
South to-day. 
Mayor K alloch at New York. 
N ew Y ork, May 30th.—Mayor Kalloch 
of San Francisco is in town. He said to a 
reporter: “ I have come East for a brief 
visit, only for fun and recreation. San Fran­ 
cisco is having a remarkably and delightfully 
quiet time just now, and I have stolen away 
at my first opportunity since my election to 
office.” 
“ Are you going to lecture ? ’ 
“ That is a question which has been put to 
me a thousand times, and I can only respond, 
no. I am here for quiet enjoyment, and I 
am goiug to hare it. I have made an en­ 
gagement to come East and lecture next 
winter upon California and the Chinese labor 
question.” 
“ Does the business depression still con­ 
tinue in San Francisco ?" 
“ No. Business is improving in California. 
With selfish rich men on the one hand and 
Chinese labor on the other, there could be no 
ether result thau that which we have wit­ 
nessed in California. I will be able to de­ 
velop these points, however, when I return 
East to lecture next winter.” 
Beecher's Ideas o f the Conkling Fight. 
L o u isv ille, May 30th.—The Nashville 
correspondent of the Courier-Journal had a 
talk with the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, ef 
which the following is a brief extract: 
Correspondent—You are having a ferocious 
fight in New York just now? 
Beecher—Yes, it is a disgraceful dog fight. 
Corr.—Will Conkling be returned ao you 
think now ? 
_ 
Beecher—I can answer that letter six 
months from now. I am a splendid prophet 
backwards. 
Corr.—Ought Conkling to be sent back to 
Washington ? 
Beecher—No; he is totally in the wrong, 
and ought to go down. I have been a great 
admirer of his abilities, and l.ave stood by 
him in his support of General Grant, but in 
this matter he has forfeited any claim to aid 
and comfort. It will be very hard for him 
to defeat the Robertson element, as they have 
two powerful engines at their command—the 
Administration influence and the 1,000 
Custom House appointments. With all these 
favors in his pocket., Robertson is all-power­ 
ful. Moreover, Robertson is a good man, 
and if he succeeds in this issue will be more 
powerful than Conkling has been, and will 
supersede him in State politics. He is a man 
of character and ability. 
Corr.—Conkling is not a corrupt man, is 
he?Beecher—He does not hesitate to employ 
the machine and the juggling appliances of 
politics, but he is not personally approacha­ 
ble with money. 
Corr.—ConkliDg is overbearing and dicta­ 
torial and unforgiving, is he not? _ 
Beecher—He is imperial and implacable. 
He never forgets an injury nor forgives an 
enemy. He never looks with any degree of 
allowance upon a man whom he thinks has 
betrayed or wronged him. 
Corr.—But is it not treason in his eyes to 
oppose him in any of his purposes ? 
Beecher—It would appear ao. He cannot 
brook opposition. 
Corr.—General Grant will stand by him in 
the impendiug contest, will he not? 
Beecher—Yes ; he is hastening on to New 
York, but he is making the worst move of his 
life. He is working against his own best in- 
tsr6^t3. 
The rnllfirnl Onfluolc. 
A lbany, May 30th.—The suggestion is 
made in some quarters that the Legislature 
should take a r< cess until after the electinu, 
and then c uno together again and vote for 
Senators. 11 is soid that then the members 
can act more independent of the ii.fluenccB 
which now govern them, for the reason that 
they would then know the disposition of 
their constituencies. If they were renomi­ 
nated and re-elected, then they could under­ 
stand that their respective positions on the 
question were approved. If they are not re­ 
nominated or elected, they can vote in ac­ 
cordance. 
The Administration supporters cl ,im that 
this proposition is entirely insufficient. They 
say they do not want to consider any plans 
just now. All they want is to vote in joint 
session. They want no c o u c u b , no plans, no 
mactdne contrivances whatever. If Conkling 
and Platt can get the eighty now requisite 
votes, owiug to the absence of Carpenter, they 
say then they will accept their defeat. They 
do not claim as yet that there will be eighty 
votes agaiust the resigning Senators. The 
fact is no one certainly knows how the vote 
will stand. The Administration section claim 
every member who has requested his name 
being taken from the call for a caucus propo­ 
sition. The CoDkling stalwarts started to 
put down some ninety names of members on 
their roll for the caucus. Those nanieR have 
been reduced until the list contained only a 
minority of some fifty names; but these with­ 
drew their names, or at least most of them 
never signed the paper ostracizing Conkling 
and Platt. 
M atem ent of Ike Albany “ Express.” 
A lbany, May 30th.—The E-rpress says: 
Senator Conkling merely asks the Republican 
members of the Legislature to meet in cau­ 
cus and determine for themselves what atti­ 
tude the Republican party will bear towards 
him. Those misunderstand the situation and 
misinterpret the issnes who think that Conk­ 
ling and Platt have any reason to be disap­ 
pointed with the remit of their observations 
in this citv. Last week the Senators found 
that two-thirds of the Republican members 
of the Legislature prefer that this State 
should be represented bv them in the Senate. 
Of this immense majority they found a num­ 
ber who regretted their resignations, while 
not denouncing them for the course they have 
pursued, because of the embarrassments at 
home. The fact is that this preference will 
explain the strenuous opposition to the hold­ 
ing of a caucus by the Administration and 
its thick-and-thin supporters. By prevent­ 
ing a caucus they hope to avail themselves of 
the fears of the members who are worked 
upon by the threats of the men who bolted 
in 1872, and sign papers now as they did then, 
for the purpose of frightening the timid. The 
issues are also falsely stated in order to foster 
prejudice. 
Conkling Stnrk D epreciating. 
A lbany, May 30th.—Senator Mills, who 
heretofore declined to pronounce, to-day 
caused to be published the following tele­ 
gram : 
Utica, May 30, 1SS1. 
George Pawsnn, Ki rninj Journal, Albany: 
Please say that I am opjKised to the election of 
Conkling and Piatt to the United States Senate. 1 
btl eve that this course will bei-t preserve the Fe- 
1 til tican party. While I have labored to avoid a 


conflict, thore has nerer been any doubt with me or 
my friends where I must stand on the iseuo. 
A. M. MILLS. 
The Administration leaders now claim 
Gorstine, Bordmao, G, M. Palmer and 
Gates of the Assembly, who have been classi­ 
fied with the stalwarts, and say the vote for 
Conkling to-morrow will show him to be in 
the minority, and will then he abandoned en­ 
tirely. The stalwarts, however, assert that 
Conkling will never be abandoned ; that his 
true friends will stand by him to the last as 
firmly as the 306 did by Grant in the Chicago 
Convention. 
_ 
Among the visitors to ex-Senator Conkling 
this afternoon was Governor Cornell. The 
interview lasted over an hour. 
Conkling Returns to Albany. 
A lbany, May 30th.—Conkling, Arthur, 
Platt and several other leading stalwarts ar­ 
rived this morning, and are at the Delavan 
House. Very few members cf the Legis­ 
lature are in the city, and there is no excite­ 
ment. Republican Caucus Called. 
A lbany, May 30th.—The following call 
was sent to each Republican member of the 
Assembly this afternoon:

An Interesting Piece o f History. 
New York, May 30tb.—A Washington 
dispatch to the Times says : There is an in­ 
teresting piece of history in relation to the 
contest between Conkling and the Adminis­ 
tration, which should be made known. On 
the day following that on which the President 
sent Robertson’s name to the Senate, it was 
known beyond a doubt that Conkling 
and other repiesentatives of New York were 
greatly dissatisfied. On that d»y two mem­ 
bers of the Cabinet called upon the President 
and tuggested that a conference should be 
held between the President on the oue hand 
and the Vice-Prerident and the two New 
York Senators on the other.

Serious Accident on the Pennsylvania

switch. The palace car attached to the train 
only kept the track.

Successful Robberies- Ballroed W ork. 
D en ver (Col.), May 30th.—The west­ 
bound stage coach on the Barlow and Sander­ 
son line was robbed to-day while passing 
through a canyon four miles west of Poncha 
Springs by fonr unmasked men. After se­ 
curing 8500, a $3,300 draft, besides a number 
of gold watches and other valuable jewelry, 
the coach was allowed to proceed. About 10 
o’clock the same robbers entered a store at 
Poncha Springs, compelled everybody pres­ 
ent to hola up their hands and the proprietor 
to turn over the contents of his safe, amount­ 
ing to about $450, and then departed. The 
leader of the band was recognized as Charles 
Allison, a former Deputy Sheriff of Conejos 
county.

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SLIGHTLY IKC3RHECT. 


Recent dispatchi a are to the effect that 
the state of Irclanu is rapidly growing 
more unsettled and iL'arcbic, an(j though 
it is certain that the mot." alarming reports 
concern only specific localities, and are 
not general, it is clear that Ihe situation Í3 
one which cannot continue in its present 
shape without issuing ha open .insurrection, 
and which cannot he deals w ith success­ 
fully through the methods hitherto em­ 
ployed. 
A dispatch to the .New \o r k 
Herald yesterday, quite pcosibly too highly 
colored, says that in several counties, 
notably Limerick, Tipperary and Leitrim, 
tho position of affairs is abeadv intoler­ 
able. 
It says : “ The people are resisting 
“ the processes of law with a recklessness 
“ unequaled in the history of tae country, 
“ and yet with a counteracting restraint, 
“ which is a new feature in popular Irish 
‘‘agitation, and 
which shows that the 
“ behests of the League leaders to throw 
“ theonus of the first aggressive steps on 
“ the m ilitary and police are not without 
“ their effect.” 
This last statement is par­ 
ticularly obscure. 
How can the people 
“ throw the onus of the first aggressive 
“ step s” upon the police and military, if 
they themselves are already defying the, 
law in all pojsible ways ? 
In such a state 
of affairs it is clear that the onus of ag­ 
gression must lie upon those w ho break 
the laws, not upon those who undertake 
to see them executed. 
A more significant statement is the fol­ 
lowing : “ The police are rapidly becoming 
“ demoralized. 
No men can long endnre 
“ a state of siege such as the force in the 
“ disturbed districts are undergoing. 
Ev- 
“ cry man’s hand is against them. 
No 
“ carman will drive; no publican will 
“ supply them with food. 
The people 
“ stone them at every opportunity. 
The 
“ women howl, yell and upbraid. 
The 
“ children throw mud at them. 
After a 
“ long and fatigjing inarch they liud in 
“ some country village that the wells are 
“ defiled with mud and rubbish, so that 
“ no man can quench his thirst. No patrol 
“ can venture forth except in great force. 
“ A t night the country is left in the hands 
“ of marauders, who carry on their lawless 
“ practices with the utmost im punity.” 
This is a picture of practical rebellion, and 
nothing less, and evidently it cannot en­ 
dure. 
Either the Government must suc­ 
cumb, or it must change its tactics, unless 
indeed, which seems out of the question, 
the Irish revolutionaries can be made to 
listen to reason, and give the Government 
a chance to pass remedial legislation. 
The present ostensible grievance is evic­ 
tion, but to deprive the land-owners of the 
right of turning out tenants who refuse to 
pay any rent would be to hand over the 
land to the recalcitrant tenants for noth­ 
ing, and to confiscate the property of the 
landlords. 
The Government is unable to 
compel the tenants to pay their rent, but 
it cannot tie the hands of the landlords 
and deprive them of their legal remedies. 
The tenants who refuse to pay rent are by 
no means all in impoverished circumstances. 
On the contrary, it is stated that many of the 
worst disturbances have occurred in pros­ 
perous districts. 
It is of course very diffi­ 
cult to understand from a distance all the 
multifarious influences which are at work, 
but on the surface it looks very much as 
though Paddy, with native shrewdness, 
had thought the opportunity a good one 
for forestalling the action of the land bill, 
and getting the land into his own hands 
without the trouble aud embarrassment of 
au ngrecmcnt to pay for it hereafter. 
The position of the Government is ex­ 
tremely difficult, of necessity. 
It does not 
wish to have recourse to more stringent 
measures, but it is apparently being driven 
in that direction in spite of all that it can 
do. 
If it puts a stop to evictions the ten­ 
ants who are holding lands for which they 
are paying no rent w ill of course continue 
to cling to these lands, and the landlords 
will be as effectually deprived of the prop­ 
erty as though the Government had seized 
it and transferred it botliiy to the tenant. 
If the evictions go rn the people will keep 
np the present state of turbulence, and an­ 
archy will spread over the country more 
and more. 
If the Government has re­ 
course to extreme measures, and enforces 
the law-3 with the heavy hand, it will be 
obeyed just so long as the troops are on 
the spot, but no finality w ill have been 
reached. 
Meantime the rebellious disposi­ 
tion of large portions of the Irish people is 
strengthening the English Conservatives, 
who hate the Irish cordially, and who 
make no secret of their belief that the only 
way to deal with them is by coercion. 
Should the present condition e-f the coun­ 
try result in the failure of the Government 
programme it is on the cards that the Con­ 
servatives may be called to take the helm, 
and in that case the land bill would almost 
certainly lie abandoned, and an entirely 
different policy be put in force. 
The Irish h a lers are, through their sanc­ 
tion of the intemperance cf their follow­ 
ers, doing a great deal to render this change 
of policy probable. 
Tho Liberals have 
nnque8tionably desired to do justice to 
Ireland, but tho Irish themselves have 
thrown all the obstacles possiblo in their 
way. 
If under these circumstances the 
Coe-ervativcs should be called up. n to try 
their hand at the business, public opinion 
in England would probably indorse their 
rejection ol the persuasive system, and ap­ 
prove their adoption cf drastic measures. 
Of course Irelaud has everything to lose 
and nothing to gain by a serious insurrec­ 
tion. Such a movement would merely give 
her worst enemies the excuse they seek for 
punishing her severely, aud no sane ob­ 
server can suppose for a moment that the 
rebels would be able to hold their own. 
They are in fact pursuing a suicidal course, 
aud the indications arc that it will result 
in the defeat of the land bill, and the 
consequent abandonment of all remedial 
legislation for years to come. 


Bible, 
I t is true th at this is the theolog­ 
ical habit, but it is not often in these days 
that it is exhibi ted so ingenuously. 
The 
“ fact ” of the ins piration of the Bible is 
precisely w hat reqn ires to be demonstrated 
in the most conclusive manner before any 
argument whatever is founded upon it; 
and it is just this fundam ental and vital 
condition th at our friend so coolly assumes. 
It is really astonishing th a t anyone should 
come before an audience of presumably in­ 
telligent men and women w ith such erude 
and indefensible propositions, and th at they 
should think it due to their faith to nwke 
assertions so locre and iiBogieal. 
Of course 
if all the foundations of a- creed are to be 
adm itted on simple hearsay, w ithout ii>- 
qxiry or verification, it is- just as easy to Etc 
pravo the inspiration of the Koran, the 
Bopol Vub, the Vedas or tb s Zend Avesta, 
as »f the Bible. 
This consideration evi­ 
dently did not occur to M r. Bromley, but 
the fast th at it did not is anything but 
crcditatie to his intelligence.

A miner, writing to the tv*7j®n Times, 
says : C aauti is supposed to ha th e richest 
ground in th» north of Chile, but the gold 
is below th» sand forming the river bed, 
and it is very doubtful th at any amount of 
engineering could get it out at a profit. 
Catapilc» and Liampaieo would be first- 
rate proparties in California, where the 
public have confidence in. similar under­ 
takings.

DECORATION DAY. 


G EN ER4L SUSPENSION CF BUSINESS IN 


T H E CITY, AND HOUSES C L 03ID . 


Large Processlou of the Kilitary The 
Mexican War Veterans, Grand Army 
of the Republic and State 
Military In Line. 


Yesterday was generally given up, iu this 
city, to the observance of the occasion— 
Decoration Day. 
There were no Courts in 
session, the city fathers postponed their regu­ 
lar weekly meeting, the railroad shops and 
m any others ia the city were closed, the 
banks did not open, and many of the princi­ 
pal business houses and mercantile shop3 also 
put up shutters for the afternoon. 
The day 
was delightful for the gathering, and made 
invigorating hy a good cool breeze from the 
Bouth. 
The city wore a half-ho’.iday, yet re­ 
flective, appearance, from fligs almost every­ 
where displayed, yet standing at half-mast. 
The profusion of flowers brought in for deco­ 
ration purposes, in response to the notice 
given, gave evidence of the general approval 
of the commemorativo services and a desire 
to join ia their perpetuation. 
Committees 
from the Grand Army of the Republic visited 
the New Helvetia and Catholic cemeteries in 
the forenoon and placed wreaths and flowers 
upon the graves of tbe soldiers ^who were 
buried there, but the general services of the 
day took place iu the afternoon at the City 
Cemetery. 
THE PROCESSION. 
The m ilitary companies and others joining 
the ceremonies convened on 3x street, in tue 
vicinity cf the Grand Army beacquarieis, at 
soon after 1 o’clock P. M., and the procession was 
then formed, but did not move until 2 o’clock. 
The procession was organized as follow s: 
Sacramento Hussars, Lieutenaut Heilbron 
commanding ; Fourth Brigade, commander 
and staff, consisting of Brigadier-General 
John F .

N ext 
in 
line was an open carriage 
profusely 
decorated 
with 
flags, 
stream ers 
and 
looped witlr crape, the buggy containing a 
beautiful floral tribute, to be placed at the 
grave of W illiam G. Brown, the engineer 
who was killed at Oakland wharf. 
This was 
sent to the city from San F rancisco by Col­ 
onel J . H . Dickinson and the F irst Infantry 
Regiment. 
A fter this came Sumner Post, 
No. 3, Grand A rm y of the Republic, in uni­ 
form, H . A . B urnett, commander, accom­ 
panied by ex soldiers and sailors of the Union 
army, and three or four who had worn the 
gray, but who, dosiring to bury in forget iu In ess 
all strife of the past, joined in the service* of 
paying honors to the memory of tbeir fallen 
victors. 
N ext to the Grand A rm y came the 
Mexican W ar V eterans’ Association, B. F. 
Stewart, which in turn were followed by the 
Chaplain and Poet of the day, the Mayor 
and city officials in carriages, the Golden 
Eagle bus with a select chorus of twenty- 
four, private conveyances, and others on 
foot. 
The procession marched down K to Second 
street, thence to J , along J to Tenth, and 
thence to the C ity Cemetery. 
Most of the 
members of the companies and organizations in 
line carried wreaths, bouquets and other de­ 
signs in flowers, and each memberof thcG rand 
Army and most iu tbe pmgession were fur­ 
nished with button-hole bouquets by the 
wives and daughters and lady friends of 
Sumner Post. 
The streets and balconies 
were lined w ith spectators as the procession 
passed, and the walks were crowded follow­ 
ing with it to the cemetery. 
Ju st before 
reaching the entrance to the grounds the 
military companies halted and formed lines 
to right and left, allowing the G rand Army, 
Mexican W ar Veterans and carriages to pa-3 
through and take the advance, in which man­ 
ner they proceeded to the platform erected 
upon the south side of the cemetery grounds, 
where the services 
weie 
to take place. 
Sumner Post and the Mexican W ar V’eterans 
then formed a hollow square in front of the 
stand, witli the children of Boldiers inclosed 
in the area. 
Order was called by Com­ 
mander B urnett, and A djutant G. W . Ficks 
read the general order of the Departm ent 
Commander on this coast directing the com­ 
memorative services of the day. 
Prayer was 
offered by the chaplain of the cay. Rev. Dr. 
I. E. Dwioell. 
A chorus of 
twenty-five 
voices then sang ‘The Brave, Noble and 
True.” The following poem, w ritlea for the 
occasion by Mrs. Addie L. Bailou, wa3 im­ 
pressively read by her :

Memorial D*y is distinctively our 
day. Our friends sympathize wi h u«, participate 
with us, and in very m any ways aid us in the proper 
observance of the day, for all of w hich we have a due 
appreciation, and our hearts are filled with grati­ 
tude to them f.»r the whole-hearted earnestness with 
which they second all our efforts, for the deep int r- 
cst they take in the occasi >n, and for tha valuable 
assistance they are so ready and willing to render 
whenever wc call upon them. 
But t.ono can ent< r 
into the spirit of the occadon with precisely the 
same feelings and emotions as can ire, who s1#>od 
shoulder to shoulder, marched side by side in th at 
conflict which saved the lifo of th a nation, with 
thoic comrades who have finished tbeir work in this 
world, whose bodi- s lie moldoriog btneath these 
grcevi s'd a, whose graves we to-day cover wish the 
fairest flowers, emb c ms of purity, of beauty, of lore 
and aff-ictlon. 
JoSt tr; > decades have rva»ed r way 
since the first gun was fired which was the s irnalforthc 
great uprising of loyal hearts throughout the greater 


portion of this broad land, which was the beginning 
of that great civil conflict which cost this nation 
guch a vast am ount of treasure, thousands upon 
¡thousands of human lives—lives th at were ju st as 
precious ta them as life is to any of u s -a n d which 
came near costing the life of the nation itse f. 
Since the close of the conflict of arms, this day lus 
been s tt apart for the purpose cf doing honor to 
th e memory of cur fallen comrades, and as the 
year3 g > by the interest in the occasion does cot 
Wane, but rather increases, and now it is more 
generally 
observed 
than 
ever before. 
More 
especially is this true iu the Eastern States, where, 
iu every village and ham let where there is.asoldier’s 
grave—and there is one, or many, in every place, 
for “ verily there was m ourning in every hou«e”— 
th éir surviving comrades, under the leadership of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, see to it that their 
graves are not forgotten. 
W hat memories cluster around this day! How 
vividly rise up before us the scenes and incidents of 
our army life; iu the camp, the daily routine of 
drlli aud guard d u ty ; on tbe march, when our 
equipments, our sixty rounds and three days’ ra­ 
tions, weighed heavily upon us before the' day’s 
march was en ;e d ; the bivouac at night without 
shelter, in the cold and itorm , when camp lires 
were not allowed, for they would disclose to the 
enemy our position; the picket line, when, wearied 
by the day’s march, we fain would dose our eyes 
and get refreshing rest for the next day’s fighting, 
b u t we are on the detail au i rnuat keep ourselves 
on the aicrt and force our drooping eyelids to per­ 
form double d u ty ; on the skirm ish line, the rc.ther 
enjoyable excitem ent of a scrimmage with the ene­ 
my’s skirmishers, we drive them back, we discover 
the position of the opposing arm y, then “ rally on 
the battalion,” a general engagement ensues, 
“ then comes 
the 
tug 
of 
w ar” — aud 
no 
man 
knows 
what 
th a t 
means 
unless 
lie 
has 
experienced 
it. 
A 
person 
may 
read 
of battles, may study about battles, may examine 
all the representations of battles th at are in exist­ 
ence, may listen attentively to the stories of battles 
related by old veteran?, but no person can form a 
correct idea • f what a battle is unless he has been 
there. 
But foremost among all the memories th st 
crowd in upon us and occupy our thoughts to day is 
the memory of the men who started with us at the 
beginning of the war, but who were less fortunate 
than we, aud never returned. They were our scho >1- 
mates, our relatives, our friends and neighbors. We 
h a te seen them in the heat of battle, fall, upon our 
right hand and upon our left, torn asunder by the 
cannon ball or bursting shell, or pierced to instant 
death by the Minie builtt. 
We have seen them suf­ 
fering, languishing in the hospital, cither from dis­ 
ease or wounds, until they could no longer endure, 
and death came to their relief. 
Worse than all, we 
have seen them die like dogs, from sheer lack of 
food, of clothing, of shelter, in the loathsome pri on- 
pen. 
It is these men whose memory we are here 
to-day' to honor and revere. To me, pere >nal!y, the 
day is doubly sicred. 
Sacred, fust, because it 
is 
Memorial 
Day — because 
it 
is 
tho 
day 
when 
our comrades all over the land unite 
in honoring the memory of those who sacrificed 
their lives th at the nation m ight live. 
Sacred to 
me, second, because, far away across the continent, 
among the green hills of New England, lie buried 
m y two brothers, who were w ith me at tbe front, 
aud to day loving hands will decorate the r graves 
with Flora’s richest offerings. 
We dec irate the graves of our comrades, who, 
when the country needed men, proved themselves 
to be men loyal to their heart’s core, and who died 
for their country. 
By so d"ing, we as a nation 
would teach the rising generation th at it is honor­ 
able to die for one’s country ; lh at loyalty, patriot­ 
ism, love for and sacrifice for one’s country', even 
unto death, the greatest sacrifice th at one can make, 
is honorable, and th at the nation honors ¡ts heroic 
dead. 
And the rising generation needs to be 
taught ju st th at lesson. 
And th at this ceremony 
may be perpetuated, and the lesson make a lasting 
impression, we teach our children the meaning o ' 
this observance, and to-day, for the first time here, 
our children particifíate with us. 
The war made many' men, and unmade or ruined 
many men. 
It made many men, because they* im­ 
proved the opportunity afford d for exercising th eir 
better faculties or powers—the exercise of self-ue- 
nial, self sjcrifice, unselfish 
patriotism , loyalty, 
bravery; they rose above the evil influences that 
m ust of necessity surround one in ordinary camp 
life, and reached a higher state of development than 
they otherwise would have done, and to-day those 
whose lives have been prolonged are among the 
best citizens of the Republic. 
Men who are thor­ 
oughly disciplined, who understand the first princi­ 
ple necessary to good citizenship, viz: obedience to 
lawful authority; men of strict integrity, who can be 
relied upon in any and every emergency. 
I t un­ 
made or ruiued many men because they hail not 
sufficient strength of character to rebiat the evil in­ 
fluences that surrounded them , but yielded to their 
selfish tendencies—common to the race—and at the 
close of the war were totally unfitted for good citi­ 
zenship. 
Comrade?, are we good citizens, in the highest, 
puie9t sense? If there is any man that shou'd be 
such a citizen, it is the citizen soldier. May the 
experiences which we have passed through* the 
memories of which are again revived to d iy, tend 
to make U3 better men, better citizens. 
Let us see 
to it th at the principles for which these our dead 
comrades 3 crific d their lives shall ever be m ain­ 
tained, and the influence which each one of us has 
in his spec'al sphere of aeti iii shall be exerted on 
the side of rig h t-sh a ll be given to making our 
country better and p u re r; then we shall never have 
cause to regret th at we “ wore the loyal b lu e ” 
Soon our surviving comrades, or our children and 
their frieuds, will, as Memorial Day annually comes 
around, dec. rate our giaves, for soon we m ust all 
answer to roll-call on the other side. 
As we now 
unite with our comrades all over the land, and pass 
around this cem etery from mound to mound, let us 
remember a’so the numberless unknown graves 
scattered all over th at portion of our land which 
was the scene of the conflict; comrades who fell in 
the m idst of the strife, and there was by no ?ympa- 
thizing friend to give them even a cup ox cold water 
to soothe their dying agonies or to mark the spot of 
their last resting-place. 
A fter . singing another chorus— “ Tread 
Lightly o’er Their G raves”—the member* of 
the Grand A rm y proceeded to each soldier’s 
grave in the cemetery, which were marked 
by small flags, and placed wreaths, bouquets 
and fl nvera upon them —all receiving their 
share of the floral offerings. 
The procession 
was then re formed and inarched back to the 
city and diaper*ed.

Comrades, for m i and you.” 
As nature h ’ooais .afresh for the d.av her beauti­ 
ful blossoms and garlands, so in a nation’s count­ 
less hearts blooms afre.-h the garland of love, 
pity and reverence. 
A nation’s honor—their 
m onum ent; 
a nation’s love —• their 
reward. 
And f»r away o'er Hu* fair land, in homes uc¿tkd 
hy pin and vale, by firesides, where all he orc^ held 
dear are clustered, there each soldier’s name is 
treasure I ; there, t hrincd in hearts th at sent him 
f rth in hope and fear t > battle for the right, each 
hero lives, for he was th«irs proudly to give, to 
lose, to mourn. 
And v.c have not forgotten to-day

WAR REMINISCENCES, 
W hich, to the soldier, to. k him back to those 
&tiiiirg scenes aud caused him to live them 
over again, 
lie said : 
I hail been a soldier ju*t one year on October 8, 
1SL2. 
We hari in th at tim e drilled, m an bed a m 
■coated th n ugh K entucky, Tennessee and a por­ 
I tkm of Alabnm*. 
In a skirm lfli at Groen river we 
1 killoJ the cavalry commander. General Terry, a 
I brother of General Terry, of California. 
Iu other 
! little arirm ishea on outposts we had m et the enemy 
in small force only* 
had In th at year chased 
! John Morgan over more territory than ;t was pus- 
rible f r him to have traveled over. 
We had d«*o- 
| UUd many hen-roosts and massacred many Con­ 
federate turke}», We had desolated many rnilk- 
| houses and stole»» many bama. 
I Lave often won- 
i dered at the weakness soldiers had for things good 
* tv» eat. 
We had been roused by the long roll i j the 
dark night to repel an unseen enemy, only to find 
that it was a part of our Colonel’s system cf dis- 
cip ine. 
We h«d not yet been in a battle ; and now 
on thi« October day, two day’s march as we sup 
posed In the rear of tbe Confederate General Bragg, 
we fully thought wc were again to be dr*appointed. 
Th.» 
day 
was hot and close, and the brown 
dust 
ro-e and 
hung 
above ua 
like a fjg. 
We 
were 
m arching 
through 
a 
series 
of 
broken 
hill?, 
partly 
tim bered, 
where there 
was no water. 
We were moving quite rapidly for 
infantry, Mid L.*jan to note th a t wagon trains were 


. parked along the ro ad : th at batteries of artillery 
began to rush by us with a dull rum ble in great 
clouds of dust.* Squadrons of cavalry began to pasa 
us from the re a r; aids and ordering galloped excit­ 
edly from the front and stopped in hurried consulta­ 
tion with our field officers, and the dull booming of 
caunon could be heard afar to the front and right cf 
us. The order came to double quick, which means 
to move on a run. This we did as be*t we could, 
being laden down by our acouterm ents, our tin 
cups rattling at our haversacks cs we tum bled 
against each other in the eloom of the dust. How 
hot it was, and we hadn’t had water since the early 
forenoon. The booming of artillery became nearer, 
aud still we pushed ahead, angry’, thirsty and half 
blinded by the dust. 
A comrade would beg another 
for a drink from his canteen. 
He would be 
scolded and reviled for his improvidence, but 
would get the water to the last drop, u3 he 
knew he would for the asking. Soon we were near 
enough to hoar the puff-like sound of a sca'terirg 
m usketry fire, and the artillery seemed to be get­ 
ting much nearer. The wagon trains were all halted, 
and we turne»! from the road on the left to a hill, 
on which we found Johnson’s battery in position. 
We were ordered to lie down. I t was about half- 
pjtet 4 ill tbe afternoon. There was a cessation of 
tiring to our right, then a few scattering shots, then 
a constant roar, then a cannon shot, then two, and 
several in e!o-:e succession and perhaps in different 
places. 
During this time we were watching a col­ 
umn of cavalry crossing an open field three-quar­ 
ters of a mile in front, movi.ig from our right io 
our left. 
General Rousseau rode up and ordtred the 
battery to open on them. 
T is they did with m ar­ 
velous precision, stopping two of the guns and 
scattering the cavalry like chaff. Thi3 was fun for us, 
it looked so easy. 
Lying on .our faces and looking 
ruder the gu s wc could scan the field. 
At once a 
booming began on our ltft, giving us a c*083 
lire of shell and canister. 
The canister would 
rattle 
on 
the 
ground 
like 
a 
panful 
of 
gravel. Shrapnell shell would, come shrieking 
most horribly' and 
burst among the gunners 
and their horses. 
I was terribly scared. The burst­ 
ing of shells around promiscuously isn’t a trill ng 
m atter 
Wo had to lie still and tik e it. 
One shell 
came screaming and burst about a hundred feet 
above me, a fragm ent striking the second man on 
my left on the cap i»eak with a sickening thud. 
He 
fell like an ox struck with an r.x 
A large bun h 
of tow th at came with the shot case w’as ignited and 
burning in the air, and I was sure it w.«s a shell and 
falling dii ectly on me. Never had weak legs great r 
need of a strong heart. 
If anyone else hud started 
to run they' wouldn’t have gone a ’one. 
Our battery 
was worki* g away splendidly, and the enemy’s fire 
slackened up. 
We thought it was about over for us. 
A heavy and continuous roar of m usketry on our 
right gave evidence of work in th at direction. 
Field officers cune along our front giving good ad­ 
vice. All at once the cinn >neers aun» d i i another 
direction, directly down the liill. The lull was 
sharp and steep, still we in their rear could see no 
enemy. 
Only 
two 
or 
three 
rounds 
were 
fired,’ tearing great gaps 
into 
their 
massed 
lines, which w ire splendidly 
closed up when 
they were up to the cannon. 
We were ordered 
up and commenced firing. 
It was load and 
fire as fastas you could, aim ing in the dense smoke 
in front, n o t’fifty feet from where the enemy were 
dragging our cannon down the hill by hand. 
In 
less tim e than it takes me to tell it, those artillery 
horses were shot down; our color guard all shot 
down; onr line but a thin, straggling skirmish line; 
still firing away, not knowing what else to do. 
It 
seem°d hut a moment, for our b!i^o»i was hot. 
We 
had advanced and grasped the trail ropes of the 
cannon; we pulled one way and the rcbs pulled the 
other. Corporal Brummer, a strong fellow of my 
company', was slashed over the hand by a saber in 
the hand of a rebel officer while pulling at the can­ 
non wheel. The cirm y ’s line fell back, and we be- 
fcan to yell, and then that battery on our left began 
to give us a hail of grape and canister. A musket 
that I had in my hauds at an aim for a patting riiot 
was 
struck 
under 
the 
sight 
by 
a grape 
shot and cut in 
two, the b u tt rolling me 
over several tim es, causing me to pause several 
m inutes for reflection. The firing gradually ceased 
on our extrem e right, though a quarter or half a 
mile to our right they were having it terrible h o t 
We flicked up two rebel regimental co ors in our 
front, and our color-staff was broken in bits by the 
shells and bullets. 
In less than one short half hour 
my regim ent, the First Wisconsin Infantry, had lost 
in killed and wounded more than half its entire 
number, and had come ou t victorious. 
It was now 
dusk, and the terrible rattle on our right began to 
abate. We began to pick up our wounded and hunt 
for water. None could be found. Some one brought 
up a few canteens of whisky, and the fiery liquid 
seemed to sizz on my patched throat. 
loiter in the 
night fresh troops found water and brought it to us 
in great kettles. D uiing the night Bragg retreated, 
and in the morning we reached the only running 
w ater in th a t region. 
Thus ended a short, fight 
where our Loss was 5,000 in killed and wounded—tbe 
battle of Perry ville. 
I «ill pass over our march to M itchellville,our en­ 
gagem ent there, and the muddy tram p back to 
Nasim ile aud the move to Murfreesboro. 
Itw a* 
the last of December, 1862, nineteen years ago, 
when we were tram ping m ud toward Stone river 
from Nashville. 
The weather was cold, wet a* d 
cloudy, 
'i he roads w ire terribly cut up by heavy 
wagon trains and artillery. 
On every side we passed 
dead m ules th at had dropped iu the harness and 
were abandoned. Many lay in great pools of yellow 
water, and wc did not hesitate to fill our canteens 
there. 
Bragg had swept the country clean 
There 
were no pigs and chickens to i» rage, no milk nor 
hams, ami no nice dry rails for camp fires. Nobbing 
but low scub cedars growing on the barrens. 
About 
11 in the forenoon orderlies began to tear down tho 
road w ith orders to commanders, and wo began to 
think there was som ething up. Soon seme batter­ 
ies cam plunging along through the mud, and then 
squadrons of cavalry on a trot. Their horses bore 
evidences of the spur, but not of forage. They were 
poor, showing hard service. 
One, quite weak, 
stumbled and fell, landing a disgusted trooper 
flat in tbe mud. 
At th u 
the 
whole regi­ 
m ent 
set 
up 
a 
most 
infernal 
“ Caw-caw 
caw,” as much as to intim ate th at his horse was 
an old crow bait or fit food for buzzards. 
The 
troop rode on, and the disgusted soldier picked 
himself out of the mud, shook his fi-.t at us, and 
sai I, “ You confounded mud trampera, sonic of you 
w i! soon he food for buzzards.” 
Wc moved on, a 
great arm y of €0,000 men, with miles and miles of 
wagon trains—an arm y having nearly three times 
the num ber of people 3011 have in Sacrament >, 
Soon we heard an occasional bo*mi of siege guns a 
long way off. 
We didn’t evince as much curiosity 
10 know what it w«s ah u t a* we did a t P«rryvill% 
We huiried on, still h-aring the r >ar of an occa­ 
sional cannon, until late at night, in a drizzling 
rain, we halted, wet and hungry, in the ecrub 
cedars for the night. 
Few te ts were pitched, but 
we cut down the cedars for sheds, using a blanket 
for a tent, and made coffee. 
Try to bum green 
cedar in a rain and you will weep from vexation 
and smoke. 
In the night it 
cleared 
and a 
slrarp frost encrusted our clothes to the frozen 
ground. 
A t daylight we were wakened by a 
heavy roar of artillery to our right front, which 
raged over an hour. 
Falling back to our right, it 
came nearer and nearer. 
Two or three riderless 
horses came tearing through the thicket. An aid- 
de-camp rede up, and we reluctantly aband >ncd our 
C» ff e fires and dismally moved over the crisp frozen 
earth. Some battery a long way off having seen 
our camp smoke begin to heave shells in among u p. 
I cannot express the intense disgust we feit at 
being shelled with tuch accuracy hy an enemy two 
a n d a half o.-more miles away. They would come 
with a shrieking swiah-a wish, the m ost im pudent 
things, burpting in a tree-top o r tearing the earth. 
They always produced in me it feeling of fear and 
revengful anger. 
We soon learned th at our right 
wing had been surprised at breakfatt by a success­ 
ful charge, and th at th.* Johnnies had eaten their 
hreakfasLs, and called them good cooks but jx>< r 
11 'Lters. 
Our right had suffered a terrible Jos , and 
had fail n back. 
We were set to digging trenches 
in the w. t, soggy earth. 
At noon wc got word 
th at Wheeler’s cavalry had reached our rear, cap­ 
tured cu r baggage and supply trains, our hospital 
and ambulance corps, anti burned them all. 
in the afternoon, during a dripping rain, a severe 
engagement lasting two hours took place a half 
tuiTc to our right. 
The roar was terrific. 
Wc tried 
to make lit le fires to boil coffee and beans, but a 
fire made a great smcke, which attracted those 
confounded shells, th at seemed to have our range 
exactly. 
We had orders to not show ourselves. 
After dark we n.ovtd a quarter of a mile to the 
front, and g“t wa in digging another trench. 
We 
dare not m ake firef. K fr ze again, and we ruf- 
fered terribly. 
A lo coughed ad night long and 
groaned from rh« um atic pates. O ur overcoats were 
horned i t our baggage wagons, and we were in light 
marching order. 
On New Year’s m orning many of 
our w taker comrades ha»l to be lifted and torn from 
the froz-rn ground. 
Many were found lifeless and 
gviff. 
I was Hviit with a squad to make coffee a liulf 
mile to the rear, to return if an engagem ent should 
in the meantime’ c m e on. 
We got a 1* t of yellow 
water, made fires a id boiled the coffee. 
TI o >3 
confounded shells aga’n came over among us, 
as if from puro 
cusfedncss. 
If 
those gun­ 
ners 
could 
have been 
sent 
w hrre 
we con­ 
signed them they wouldn’t Lave wanted overcoats. 
We did nothing ail day b u t dodge shell*. 
To tre w 8 
fighting al ng the line all day ; but only artille y 
coquetry about us. Our rations save out. 
\» e had 
nothing to eat. 
An attem pt to boil a few beano 
brought on such a concentration of artillery fire th at 
we were severely reprim anded for insubordination. 
In the afternoon we were issued an ear cf com 
each, tho artillery 
lorses going w ithout. That 
New Year’s night will never be forgotten.’ A riat.t- 
i g sleet cut us t »the bone. 
e dare not make fires, 
and were so u t-rlv wretched and hungry. Men be- 
can to be sullen and desperate. 
Said the)’ were 
willing to fight, but not to freeze and starve, 
o u r 
officer* looked hollow eyed and anxious. 
I in the 
dark ness pu t my head on my knees, with my hack 
to the storm , mud, for the first tim e as a soldier, 
wept tears of genuine suffering and agony. It was a 
terrible New Year’s dav. 
Daylight came on slow 
and-gray. 
Men were ordered up, bu t the blue 
bundles along the trenches showed tbe wotk if the 
cold, ami shells of the 
night 
A stony-Iook 
of dumb brutes hod 
come over 
our 
faces. 
General 
Starkweather, 
our 
Colonel, sat de­ 
jectedly 
at 
the 
foot «f 
a 
scrub 
cedar. 
An officer rode up mounted on a fine black horse, 
and while convetsmg with the Colonel a shell struck 
him in the neck, almost severing it from his body. 
Some half-breed Indians in 01.e of our companies 
went after that horse, and in le3S than it takes to 
tell it officers and men were devouring blood hone 
n eat on the half shell. 
In the afternoon a num ber 
of batteries moved to o u rlef and were stationed 
under cover of the cedars. 
Later a battery was 
ordered one half mile to the front, supported by 
ouly four companies of infantry. 
They opened fire 
into the tim ber in tbeir front. 
Soon a grey line 
began to f«»rru in tho edge of the woods, which 
moved grandly forward, their anus gleaming in the 
light 
O > they came, as if <n pirado, our battery 
re ting gaps which they closed up wiln uncon»*crn. 
On tin y came, with ringing yells, up to the artillery, 
which whovle and fell back to th* river, partly run 
over bv the conf dentlenem y. 
Tl.cn the ma.-kel 
i a'terries opened up a crosi fire that sem itd to roí d 
the heaven» 
Tr..<t grand grey line te*te»l i.i the 
dense tm kc, and its shattered Íit.groen:» hastened 
to the rear, or w ire captured by an advance guard. 
That night we took possession of Muifreesboro at d 
of Bragg’s c-Mrnmcal. 
To tiieir credit be it said the 
enetnv Dad cared for their captured wour.tíid os 
weil Á» for their own. 
1 will p.im over our camp 
life before the campaign t«» Chicamaugx. We c r 8‘eil 
Lockout Mountain *o Bailee's cr<.*s reads. 
Here 
wo bail s skirm ish w'.th a tody of c ivairv. 
An out- 
|visi*[i duty *s to learn of the condi.ion and numbers 
of the enem y before him. One af em o n 211 aged 
colored man r»*dc up to a picket post, m ounted on 
an •»!*! gray mule, when the scutiael halted him. 
The old fellow ft *pped bully scared. 
“ Is youens 
Linki» n soger? 7” inquired hi*. 
41 Yes,” answered 
the soldier. 
“ \VY11, Iso come to tell yonens to go 
hoim . 
Yo c \7»’t licK drm foot ar.d ho:s sogers down 
hevar.” 
“ Why?” *a:d the sentinel. 
1 When dem 
h«si* sogers com2 round I became unsartin ’bout »lat 
mule and t**ok him into the tim ber. They piuted 
a cacoa down dot way, touched *im cff, and fa de 
Lord a big kittlo c in e screeching through the ar. 
Ravin • V» liar is ye? W har is \e ? W h irls y e ? 
and tore up a heap of dirt. 
I tell y t you can’t lick 
dem follow-*.” *t his m eant that the enemy had riff» d 
artillery. 
The time Í9 too short to detail tho battle 
of Ohicamiuga, tho capture ar.d the prison pens. 
Such associations and such experiences cannot be 
forgotten in one short generation. A!ai*v cf o :r 
comrades are »lead. 
ir’ome died from di-eo?e pro­ 
duced hv the hardships and priva'ions of arnr y life: 
some died in the great hospital*, among strangers : 
othem died, shot hy cruel bullets; ot.iers died 
crushed aud mangled by bursting shells, and many, 


too many, starved to death in the terrible prison 
Pene—died w ith feeble but awful curses on their 
pallid lips for the Government th at would permit 
its faithful defenders to rot and ? arve in Southern 
prisons when they would fight and die, if need be, 
in the defense of the Union ; died with curses low 
i and deep for the principle ihat would perm it the 
tearing of tucking babes from tho wet breasts of 
! their m others to sell them into slavery. 
They died 
that this u rg q t be a nation : they died th at all men 
living under our flag m ight be free; they died to 
wash out w ith their crinasen life-blood the foul stain 
of human siav. ry. 
W hat cracd^r devotion can a 
country demand of her 90ns? They now lia with 
upturned f :ces beneath the flowers your kiud hands 
have strewn upon them. 
Wc remember them as 
fathirs, as brothers, as s ns, as lovers. Their lives 
were as full of joy and hopa as yours and mine. 
They tleep beneath the * od, and

honor 
them. 
We honor 
them because they grasped 
crim treason by its scaly throat and held it there 
till its black aud swollen tongue took back the lie 
that tliia is a co:.federal on of S'-ates, each having 
the right of seccsdon. 
Let us speak kindly of the 
weare so f the gray. 
Lot us honor their bravery. 
They fought for their homes aud we honor their 
dead. 
Let us forget th at we were foeroen, and re­ 
member th at from the earth we all came, and to 
the earth we m ust all return.

Another chorus, “ Far Away tbe Camp­ 
fires B urn,” was sung, sfter which Mies 
M attie K . Powers recited ia an effective 
manner the following

“ The Soldier’s Memorial,” w ritte n ’for the 
occasion by Mrs. C. M. S. Sw easey: 
We come, wc come, w ith garlands iu our hands. 
To deck the graves where sleep the good and brkve; 
We come with love of country and of home, 
To crown the hvrocs who have died— 
To save our land from tyranny 1 nd wrong, 
To save our flag from trailing in tho dust, 
To save our nation from ignoble death, 
To save the Liberty in which we trust. 


Fathers and sons they proudly stood, 
And gave their lives to save our soil, 
A sturdy band of Brotherhood, 
F earkss and brave ’mid strife and toil.

A sight so strange that it would pay 
strangers to come miles to see, occurs every 
night five miles south of tliii place, on the 
Cedar Bluffs of 
the Cumberland river. 
Every evening, just about sundown, the 
sky is darkened as far as the eye can see 
by great flocks of birds coming to roost in 
the cedars. 
Your correspondent, accom­ 
panied by a native and a lantern, spent a 
couple of hours last night among the cedars, 
watching this wonderful congregation of 
birds of every tongue, plumage and almost 
every country this side of the tropics, 
¿startled by our approach, great crowds of 
the chattering tribe would rise from their 
perches in the cedars and fly off with a 
noise like deep and distant thunder. 
We 
had to scream at the top of onr v< ices to 
bear one another speak. Large limbs of the 
trees were broken off, caused by the accu­ 
mulated weight of birds. 
Hundreds, 
blinded by our lanterns, w ould fly into our 
faces. 
W e could pick thousands of them 
from the branches of the trees. 
But what 
seemed so strange about this bird conven­ 
tion was the seeming peace and harmony 
that existed between the birds. The hawk 
and dove roosted in peace on tho eamc 
branch, while hundreds of robbins and 
sparrows circled in perfect Eafety around 
the perch of the large owls. 
In the early 
morning, when these songsters of the grove 
left their perches in the cedars for the 
fields of the open country, it was a mcst 
beautiful and gorgeous sight to behold. 
W ith the blue of the jay, the crimson and 
red of the fence wren and red bird, the 
yellow and gray of the yellow and sparrow 
birds seemed like some grand and splendid 
panorama of the floral kingdom endowed 
with music moving through the air in a 
procession composed of all the colors of the 
rainbow. 
Hundreds of people go every 
night to witness this strange wonder.—

H o w t o C l e a n M a k b l e t o p F u r n i t u r e . 
It may be of some value to housekeepers 
who have marble-top furniture to know 
that the common solution of gum arabic is 
an excellent absorbent, and will remove 
dirt, etc., from marble. 
The method of 
applying it is as follows : 
Brush the dost 
off the piece to be cleaned, and then apply 
with a brush a good coat of gum arabic, 
about the consistency of thick office mucil­ 
age ; expose it to the sun, or dry wind, or 
both. 
In a short time it will crack and 
peel off. 
If all the gum should not peel 
off, wash it with clean water and a clean 
cloth. 
Of course, if the first application 
does not have the desired effect, it should 
be applied again. 
Another method of 
cleaning marble is to make a paste of soft 
soap aod whiting, wash the marble with it, 
and then leave a coat of paste upon it for 
two or three days. 
Afterward wash oft’ 
with warm (not hot) water and soap.—
